Bui there also would be n reasonable i 
surance that, In contrast to the Morrow 
board's experience, the new policy rccoin- 
mcndations would be heeded. The country Is 
no longer complacent. Most Americana now 
realize that tlielr lives and futures are Inti- 
mately linked to the Iiiture oI Ihelr military 
defense, particularly defenBO by air power. 
They want to know the answers to such ques- 
tions as these: 

What elfect will the harnessing or atomic 
energy have on the problem of national de- 
lense? 

That l6 obviously the most Important and 
least answerable question ol all. But at least 
a new Morrow board might recommend la- 
cllltles which would give American science 
the fullest possible nMlstance In trying Lo 
find the answer. 

Should all branches of the service be put 
under a unified command? 

This Is a touchy, conluscd and controversi- 
al subject which congress la In no apparent 
hurry to settle. The decision of a board of 
distinguished private citizens and congress' 
own best-Informed leaders should help the 
legislators In making their ultimate choice. 

What size peacetime air force will be re 
quired to meet our own defense nccda and 
our obligations under the United Nations or- 
ganization, and stUl be economically feasible? 

What government policies should be adopt- 
ed to stimulate a healthy rale of technologic- 
al progress? 

What pcacetlmo nucleus of production 
should be maintained In the aviation Indus- 
try to insure a rapid expansibility In time ot 
emergency? 

What part should civil aviation and air- 
craft exports play in support of the peace- 
time military aircraft Industry? 

Can we afford to neglect air power In the 
thought that it Is an Inadequate defense 
against the "push-button war" of the fu- 
ture, or shall we continue to depend on and 
support the evolution of military aviation, 
which has brought the world to the threshold 
of that "push-button war"? 

The answers to these questions depend, to 
a great extent, on public sentiment as reflect- 
ed in congressional appropriations. At present 
the military aviation program has been cut 
back, at the budget bureau's suggestion, to 
3.5 per cent of Its wartime peak. 

Certainly a big military aircraft schedule 
Is out ot the question. 9ut It must bo decided 
whether the present proerain gf 2,400 mili- 
tary planes a year Is enough to keep Intact 
the expansible Industrial core of research, 
development and production which seems 
essential to maintain our air security.
